himself or others on account of exist- 
ent disease, is to be placed in 
the 


same category as 
the citizen 
who 


fails to act courageously and prompt- 
ly in the presence of danger irom 
thieves or 'firebugs'. 


"There can be but one acceptable 


excuse for failure to accept one's full 
responsibility in disease prevention, 
namely, ignorance. That such excuse 
may not ever be honestly advanced, i 
it becomes inevitable that physicians,; 
nurses, teachers and iimtelligent citi-j 
zens 
must- constantly 
preach and! 


practice sickness prevention."
